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Jury selected in Kartell murder trial 


Deciding the doctor's fate 


By Ethan Paquin 

The fate of Dr. James Kartell 
will be decided by 11 men and five 
women, as jury selection has ended 
and the first-degree murder trial of 
the former Andover plastic sur 
geon will begin today. 

The selection process, which 
began Monday and concluded 
Tuesday at about 4 p.m., included 
more than 200 potential jurors from 
the Essex County area, most of 
them middle-aged or college stu- 
dents. All but three were white. 

Opening arguments begin 
tomorrow morning in the case, in 


which Kartell stands accused of 


murdering his estranged wife’s 
fiance on Feb. 23, 1999, in the Holy 
Family Hospital room where she 
lay recovering from pneumonia. 
Janos Vajda, 56, a North 
Andover engineer, Was visiting 
Suzan Kamm in Room 440 when 
Kartell entered the room. A fight 
ensued, and Vajda was shot in the 
stomach and head by Kartell. 


Immediately following the alter 
cation. Kamm told a state police 
officer that Kartell had said, “Now 
you are going to get it,” before fir- 
ing the shot to the head of an 
already injured Vajda. 

Prosecutor Frederick McAlary 
claims the relationship between 
Kamm and Vajda led Kartell to 
shoot Vajida. Kamm had recently 
moved in with Vajda and has 
referred to him as “her betrothed ~ 

Defense attorney J.W. Carne} 
Jr. says Kartell shot Vajda in self 
defense, to avoid a severe beating 
he was receiving from the larger 
Vajda. 

Kartell, 61, who had been mar- 
ried to Kamm for 32 years and prac- 
ticed throughout the Merrimack 
Valley for more than 20 years, sat 
attentively throughout the tedious, 
two-day proceedings. 

Wearing a light blue shirt, blue- 
gray suit coat, and red and blue

9-year-old protects and 
serves police dog Blaze 


When South Elementary 
School third-grader Kelly 
Kropiwnicki comes up with an 
idea, she never just sits back and 
relaxes. She lets her creative 
juices take charge, especially if 
the situation involves her 
beloved animals. 

So, after 9-year-old Kelly, the 
daughter of Mike and Coreen 
Kropiwnicki of Andover, noticed 
a magazine article about a police 
dog shot in the line of duty, she 
decided to make a difference. 

With the help of Officer Ed 
Higginbottom, Kelly raised near- 
ly $650 to purchase a bulletproof 
vest for Blaze, the 4-year-old Ger- 
man Shepherd that sniffs out 
drugs for the Andover police. 

“She set her mind to it and she 
did it,” says Higginbottom, the 
owner and partner of Blaze. “And 
who could say ‘No’ to a fine 
young lady like Kelly?” 

When Kelly distributed over 
600 handmade flyers, complete 
with a picture of Blaze and a 
request for $1 donations, individ- 
uals responded with an over- 
whelming “yes.” In only two and 
a half weeks, she reached her tar- 
get amount and bought a $485 


canine vest. 

“It happened so quickly,” says 
Higginbottom. 

Kelly sent the extra money she 
collected to the Web _ site 
<www.vestadog.com> with the 
hopes of saving another police 
dog from a potentially fatal bullet 
wound. 

In the meantime, Blaze will 
attend training sessions at the 
Boston Police Academy until his 
new vest feels like a second coat 
of fur. 

“It can be a distraction for 
him,” says Higginbottom of his 
four-legged sidekick. “But it 
makes you feel a little more com- 
fortable when you have to go into 
a hostile environment.” 

Higginbottom plans to keep 
the bulletproof vest in reserve, at 
least until Kelly presents the item 
formally at the next Andover 
selectmen’s meeting Monday, 
June 12. Yet, even though his 
police pooch will remain vest-less 
for the time being, the officer 
hopes that his friendship with 
Kelly continues. 

“It’s rare that you have a little 
girl like this,” says Higginbottom.

Mistake should not have 
cost graduation 


Editor: Townsman: 

High school graduation exercises are a 
culmination of four years of academic 
studies that celebrate the hard work and 
accomplishments of young people at a 
very formative period in their lives. For 
school administrators to withhold partic- 
ipation in these exercises in order to 
exact punishment for imperfections and 
bad judgment that young people from 
time to time exhibit is an outrageous and 
repugnant abuse of power by adults when 
disproportionately applied. Having been 
educators for over 25 years, we are 
appalled and embarrassed by the lack of 
compassion and judgment by Bruce Mac- 
Donald and Claudia Bach. 

Our son, Michael Beliveau, has devot- 
ed four years of study and service at 
Andover High School and has participat- 
ed in the orchestra, jazz band, high school 
musicals, chorus, marching band, and 
track team. In addition, he has served 
two years on the Andover Youth Council. 

On Wednesday, May 31, he was sus- 
pended from school for four days for “pos- 
session of drug paraphernalia.” The min- 
imum suspension for this offense is three 
days. A three-day suspension would have 
allowed our son to participate in the grad- 
uation ceremonies on Monday, June 5. 

Andover police used canines to con- 
duct a search of all the bags of seniors 
who were about to depart on a “senior 
week” outing on Wednesday, May 31. 
One of the dogs sniffed our son's bag, it 
was searched, and Michael was immedi- 
ately arrested. In the bag was a medicine 
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vial with a glass pipe with marijuana 
residue, but no quantity of marijuana. 
Michael had not used this bag for months 
and, in a hurry to make the bus at school 
for the outing, grabbed the bag, unaware 
that the medicine vial was in it. He did 
not knowingly nor intentionally have 
possession of this item. The students had 
been given advance notice about a police 
search and Michael had absolutely no 
intention of doing anything illegal. 

Our family does not condone nor toler- 
ate the use of illegal drugs, and our chil- 
dren are well aware of our efforts to pre- 
vent such use. However, a decent sense of 
proportionality and fairness should be 
expected, particularly with a student who 
has never been in trouble at school and 
has, in fact, been a credit to Andover 
High School for four years. 

The policy of “zero-tolerance” has 
become a policy of abuse and humiliation 
by school officials, acting as an arm of the 
town police, toward young people who 
make mistakes. 

In a fascist state, one is considered 
guilty until proven innocent. Apparently, 
the same principle applies at Andover 
High School. 

Interim principal MacDonald showed 
a very troubling and frightening lack of 
compassion at a meeting to discuss our 
son’s situation. He also exhibited a cold 
and rather cruel disregard for exercising 
some discretion in this case by consider- 
ing the entire situation. In his letter to us 
of May 31, he stated, “If you wish to 
appeal these decisions, you should con- 
tact Dr. Claudia Bach, our superinten- 
dent.” Our efforts to reach her, however, 
were futile. We could get no further than 
a message from her secretary stating that

Our son was the recipient of 
excellent occupational therapy ser- 
vices provided by Anne-Marie Rance 
while a student in the Andover Public 
School system. 

Anne-Marie’s knowledge of spatial 
learning disability, her ability to 
educate our son’s teachers as to the 
scope of his learning disability and her 
suggestions for adaptations which 
enabled our son to succeed academi- 
cally, were priceless. 

The level of expertise and experi- 
ence that Anne-Marie brings to her 
profession is exceptional. I am sad- 
dened to hear that other children in 
Andover will not benefit from her 
occupational therapy expertise. 

What also alarms me is the slow 
erosion of special-needs support 
services. 

When our son first entered the 
system the law stated that services 
were to be provided by a licensed occu- 
pational therapist, a licensed speech 
therapist, and a licensed physical ther- 
apist. Now the licensed speech thera- 


Dr. Bach supported the administration 
and had nothing further to say to us. One 
wonders about the character and integri- 
ty of an educator who would refuse to 
speak with the parent of a student who 


pist can be a “teacher of speech and 
language,” not a licensed speech thera- 
pist; the licensed physical therapist 
can now be an assistant physical ther- 
apist, and the licensed occupational 
therapist can now be an assistant 
occupational therapist. 

Andover Public Schools is letting 
seven licensed occupational therapists 
go and replacing them with two 
licensed occupational therapists and 
two occupational therapy assistants. 
Obviously, the special education laws 
have changed to allow Andover Public 
Schools to implement these changes. 

This is Andover, a town where we 
all moved to because of its commit- 
ment to education. Is the next step reg- 
ular education teachers and assistant 
regular education teachers?

Although Nadine Strossen, president 
of the American Civil Liberties Union, 
was the speaker at the Massachusetts 
School of Law at Andover commence- 
ment address, don’t expect the ACLU to 
come to MSL’s defense in their battle 
against the American Bar Association. 

“I accept every speaking invitation | 
get.

Still, Strossen says there is much in 
Mass.

“The ACLU hasn't taken an official 
position on the controversy, but certainly 
the principles that are at stake are the 
principles the ACLU has supported,” said 
Strossen, moments before marching with 
the graduating class.

Filing an antitrust suit itself against 
the ABA, MSL has also sparked a suit by 
the Department of Justice resulting in 
possible liberalization of some of those 
rules. Deans of 130 ABA-recognized 
schools added their voices in 1999 sup- 
porting formal actions by the Department 
of Education, to require further conces- 
sions from the ABA. 

Strossen, who has been ACLU head 
since 1991, is also Professor of Constitu- 
tional Law at New York Law School.

Engineer maintains tratfic-calming ideas 


would be Ballardvale traffic balm 


By Ethan Paquin 

Town officials and Ballardvale 
residents have been wrangling for 
years on how to tame traffic in 
their booming part of town. 

Years of feasibility studies, task 
forces and meetings have proved 
fruitless, say homeowners, who 
point to mounting congestion and 
pedestrian safety compromised by 
speeding vehicles. 

But there is a solution, according 
to one River Street resident. 

Matthew Keamy, an area manag: 
er for the Federal Highway Admin- 
istration in Cambridge for 11 years, 
has studied traffic ~— problems 
throughout the country, but Bal- 
lardvale’s hit home, he says. 

“I haven't lived here as long as 
some, but I've definitely experi- 
enced these problems,” — said 
Keamy, an engineer who graduated 
from Worcester Polytechnic Instt- 
tute, teaches at UMass-Lowell and 
moved to Andover in 1996 

Narrow streets like Keamy’s 
River Street as well as Clark 
Road, Ballardvale Street and others 

have served as a way for com- 
muters from the Lowell Junction 
industrial area to enter and exit 
Interstate-93 in Wilmington, and at 
Dascomb Road in Andover. 

Keamy said Andover should 
stem the onslaught of cars by look- 


ing into “traffic calming” methods, 
which would “make it a residential 
area again.” 

“Some engineers call it turning 
the streets back to the people,” he 
said. 

Some of the methods include: 

- Building a “semi-diverter” 
from Lowell Junction Road toward 
River Street. This type of sidewalk 
would encourage industrial park 
commuters to take a right toward 
Interstate 93 and away from resi- 
dential streets. 

* Building twin chicanes on 
River Street. These curve exten- 
sions jut out into a street, turning it 
into an “S” shape and slowing traf- 
fic. 

- Sharpen the angle of the curb at 
River and Andover streets to 90 
degrees. This would slow down 
turning traffic and reduce the dis- 
tance a pedestrian would have to 
Cross. 

- Install speed tables. These 
raised crosswalks, although not 
speed bumps, act to slow traffic 
down. 

“These would slow down com- 
muter traffic through the Ballard- 
vale area,” said Keamy. “Once you 
slow them down, they'll find other 
routes that will take them there 
quicker (such as I-93 or Route 
125).” 


According to Keamy, Amesbury 
is looking into similar projects, 
which he says have already proven 
“successful ” in Cambridge and the 
state of Washington. 

Although Keamy said the cost of 
such projects is “small potatoes” — 
$1,500 per speed table, $2,500 per 
chicane and “practically no cost” 
for curb and sidewalk modifica- 
tions he was unsure why inter- 
est in the ideas has been tepid. 

He proposed “five or six” calm- 
ing methods at a Lowell Junction- 
Ballardvale Traffic Task Force 
meeting about eight months ago, 
but he did not know whether they 
had been examined. 

One catalyst for creation of the 
task force last summer was an 
expansion at nearby Genetics Insti- 
tute, the Burtt Road pharmaceuti- 
cal company that won approval for 
270,000 additional square feet of 
manufacturing space and a 116,000 
square foot parking garage. 

Residents were concerned the 
addition, one of several projects in 
a part of town that has seen a build- 
ing boom in recent years, would 
mean more workers using their 
back roads as shortcuts. 

Previous meetings, held since 
last July and chaired by selectman 
Mary French, have yielded or influ- 
enced Ballardvale traffic decisions

- Posting of signs saying “Com- 
muters Seek Alternate Route.”

Jack Henry, a Clark Road resi-

actions taken have curbed traffic. 

“It’s the way to go,” he said. “It 
hasn’t changed much since last 
year.” 

Keamy, though unsure 
whether he’ll present the ideas to 
the task force again, thinks they 
might be the key for Andover. 

“IT think there’s a lot of heated 
arguments (about traffic), but I’m 
not as emotional,” he said. “All | 
have is the facts of what others 
have done... Some things work 


and some don’t. These would 
work in Ballardvale, most 
likely.”

Children at the Free Chris 
tian Church groundbreaking 
last Sunday morning grasped 
shovels and dug into the 
earth an appropriate ges-

Free Christian Church, 
which was founded as a pub- 
lic stand against slavery, was 
on the brink of closing its 
doors due to small numbers 
23 years ago, Guerin said. 
Today congregants have 
swelled to an average of 600 
attendees at Sunday worship 
gatherings. 

“We're one of the largest 
Protestant churches in the 
Merrimack Valley. We've 
gone from a very small to a 
very large membership in 
two decades, which is unbe- 
lievable,” she said. 

While the church member- 
ship has been thriving, the 
original building has become 
increasingly inadequate for

leaned vr to Ie lawyers’ 
notepads, removed his glasses 
to rub his eyes, or scratched his 
head. During a lunch break he 
stayed in the courtroom, leav- 


ing only momentarily for a cup 
of water. 
Judge Isaac Borenstein, 


after weeding out 40 potential 
jurors Monday, set toward 
gathering a pool of 48 from 
which prosecutors and defense 
attorneys would finally select 
16 to hear the case — 14 regular 
jurors and two alternates. 

Those who said they had 
formed opinions on the case, 
which has received publicity 
throughout New England, 
were dismissed by Borenstein, 
who also asked questions 
including: 

* Whether one belonged to 
organizations that advocate or 
oppose the use or possession of 
firearms. Similarly, Borenstein 
asked whether one had opin- 
ions on people who are licensed 
to carry concealed firearms. 
Kartell had a _ concealed 
weapons permit, though he 
brought the gun into the hospi- 
tal in violation of hospital 
rules. 

* What opinions one had for 
members of the medical com- 
munity. Borenstein went on to 
ask more specifically whether 
one had “strong feelings about 


plastic surgeons” or plastic 
surgery. 
« Whether one would believe 


the testimony of a police officer 
over a civilian witness solely 
because of the officer’s “sta- 


tus.” Five Massachusetts 

state troopers and seven 

Methuen police officers 

appear on witness lists, 
along with about 70 other 
potential witnesses. 

Also appearing on prosecu- 
tion and defense lists are two 
Andover residents, Holy Fami- 
ly president William Lane and 
Klara Vajda, the former wife of 
the victim. Kamm has also 
been reserved for testimony, 
although McAlary said last 
week he was unsure whether 
Kamm would take the stand or 
invoke espousal immunity. 

Just as the faces and names 
of potential jurors were varied, 
so too were the reasons some 
were excluded from sitting on 
the jury. 

One claimed to have been in 
Holy Family Hospital during 
the incident, and another said 


her mother knew Kartell and 
called him “a very nice man.” 
Both were dismissed. 

So too was an older woman 
who said she would have trou- 


ble seeing “graphic images” of 


the crime scene, and another 
who said she would find it 
“hard to decide someone’s 
fate.” 

Borenstein said he expects 


testimony to end the week of 


June 19, at one point exhorting 
jurors to take as much time as 
they needed to reach a verdict. 

The courthouse was quiet 
Tuesday, with few reporters 
and no onlookers filling Boren- 
stein’s first floor courtroom — 
but the judge apparently 
expects that to change. He has 
set aside a separate room for 
reporters to gather in, where 
they can watch the trial by 
video feed.

In a throw-away society, Andover artist Doug Bell 
creates art from discarded everyday things

o meet artist Doug Bell 
working in the backyard 
of his 19th-century farm- 


house in Ballardvale is to 
understand that the man loves 
to save old things. 

After all, he and his wife, 
Mary, fell in love with the old 
J. Scott farmhouse on the cor- 
ner of Hall and 
Andover 
streets from | 
the first super 
ficial inspec- 
tion, despite 
evidence that 
the place was 
a fixer-upper. 

They 
moved from 
Boston to their 
new home on 
Halloween, 
1998, and are 
still convinced 
it is their 
dream house 
despite hav 
ing to replace

Bell, a Rhode Island native 
and graduate of Rhode Island 
College with a degree in sculp 
ture from Maryland Institute 
College of Art, has just closed 
his latest show at HallSpace 
Gallery in Roxbury. He has 
been exhibiting since 1983, and 
has had 10 solo exhibits and 
more than 30 group shows 

His work is in many perma 
nent collections, including 
Rose Art Museum at Brandeis 
University, Euro Disney Cor 
poration in Paris, and the 
DeCordova Museum and 
Sculpture Park in Lincoln 
During the school year, Bell, 
14. is exhibit designer for Tufts 
University Gallery.

other artists and museums, the 
business he had before going 
to work for Tufts. 

His home is decorated with 
his earlier abstract paintings 
and those of friends, as well as 
a few smaller pieces from his 
HallSpace Gallery show. 

He’s been negotiating with 
Fuller Museum in Brockton 
and DeCordo- 
va Museum in 
Lincoln to buy 
several pieces 
from the 
show, he said. 

His next 
show will be 
at the Fuller 
and he just 
learned _ that 
he is 
only 25 gradu- 
ates of The 
Maryland 
Institute to be 
invited to 
show in a spe- 
cial anniver- 
sary exhibit. 

He is known for using ordi- 
nary materials in unexpected 
ways. An avid trash picker, a 
frequenter of flea markets and 
garage sales, Bell said he cre- 
ates playful satire 

“I find things, I pull them 
together and bring them to 
new life. That’s what I do,” he 
said 

In the catalog, his sculpture 
is labeled “structural mixed 
media assemblage.” 

It is not one piece of iron or 
clay, but a collage of found and 
built objects used to express an 
idea, about a quarter of which 
has a Catholic theme. Many 
touch on his childhood and his 
late father, Francis. 

The work is full of recogniz 
able items, like small crucifix- 
es that have lost their rosaries. 
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Andover artist Shane Crabtree has added some of her paint: 
ings to the current show of Karen Koch-Weser’s work in the 
‘town manager's office at Town Offices, 36 Bartlet St. 


Crabtree is exhibiting several Maine land- and seascapes | 


‘that complement Koch-Weser’s work. Her work will be on view 
through June. Crabtree will have her own exhibit in the town 
manager's office beginning in September.

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What a world — One man’s “structural mixed media 
assemblage” is another’s playful satire. 


There’s also all colors and 
sizes of dice, as well as a collec- 
tion of glass bottles in a glass 
case labeled “41.” 

Because he is an accom- 
plished cabinetmaker, Bell 
builds beautifully-finished dis- 
play cases for his art installa- 
tions, which range in size from 
1 16- by 12-inch oak box filled 
with bottles, to a 10-foot closet 
and attached wall. 

But just because the compo- 
nents are recognizable, doesn't 
mean his work is obvious. 


Art, for instance 


Crosses and Dice is a table- 
sized sculpture balancing cru- 
cifixes and dice on a tiny scale. 
“You can do the right thing or 
you can take a chance,” Bell 
explained. 

Speedway 2000 is a child's 
Speedway sled with dozens of 
heavy window weights 
attached. He said it symbolizes 
the way people drag out child- 
hood behind them. 

The Closet is real and stark. 
A light bulb reveals an empty 
closet except for a broom and a 
leather belt. It represents a 
childhood memory, he said. 

“I grew up in a strict hoyse- 


house of a dying person to give 
last rites. 

“T realize I can step on a lot 
of toes with this stuff, but I 
think I am a very spiritual per- 
son. Religion is a powerful 
drive,” he said. 

Despite the sometimes seri- 
ous themes, Bell likes a Boston 
art critic’s comment that his 
artwork is, “Somber, but not 
sad.” 

“To me, it is comical and 
satirical,” he said. 

Bell’s wife is Mary Patrick 
Bogan, a book conservator at 
Northeast Document Conser- 
vation Center in Brickstone 
Square. The couple do most of 
the renovation work in the 
house and are replanting their 
three-acre yard. With the inte- 
rior papering and painting 
done, they plan major renova- 
tions in the kitchen. In the 

'. interim, Bogan is laying a 
™ stone walk around the side and 

front of the house. Bell is con- 

verting the barn into a studio. 

It is obvious when you see 
Bell working on the old farm- 
house and barn, that this is his 
biggest art project to date. 

“T want people to see that it 
doesn’t have to be a brand new 
home to be beautiful,” he said. 
“IT love to create order from 
chaos. It goes back to my 
upbringing.”

Students’ art is in bloom downtown 


An art show, by the students of the Andover Studio of Visual 
Arts. will be held through June 15 at BankBoston in Andover. 
The title of the show is “Art in Bloom.” There are over 200 paint- 
ings in this exhibit. 

Ancient Egyptian art takes up the spotlight in the exhibit. 
Since September, students concentrated on studying Egyptian 
art, especially in the period of Queen Nefertiti and 
Tutankhamen. 

Students built Egyptian walls, divided into more than 16 pan- 
els. similar to the walls seen in the Egyptian collections in the 
Museum of Fine Arts. Students painted depicting scenes from 
Egyptian daily life and important figures such as pharaohs, 
noblemen, and guards. Students sculpted amulets, mummies, and 
learned the technique of how to age paper, making it look like 
ancient papyrus. They also learned how to write their names in 
hieroglyphics, said Betul Arin, director of the studio. 

“This year’s display presents the most creative examples of art 
work produced by my students (ages 5-15) during the 1999-00 
school year. More than 90 students will display their drawings, 
paintings and sculptures, exploring the full spectrum of art from 
still-lifes, self portraits and landscapes. The artwork adds signifi- 
cantly to the public understanding that art plays an essential 
part in the community,” Arin said.

The four-year journey would have been an impossible one with- 
out “our families who loved us and our teachers who shared their 
wisdom with us,” said Jacqueline Morando, president of the Class of 
2000.

“You did more than just put up; you have endured and pre- 
vailed,” Bach added. 

Some students found strength in pursuing personal interests, 
said Jay Darrin, mathematics teacher and advisor for the communi- 
ty service program. 

“They tried to keep a positive perspective. For some it was 
(through) sports, for others it was service, and for others, acade- 
mics. They really pulled together and they knew how to have fun,” 
he said. 

Now that graduation is behind them, some former Andover High 
students are also pulling together a plan for the future. 

“I’m excited to finally be done,” said graduate Charles Murnane. 
“I think I’m going to be a fireman and follow in my father’s foot- 
steps.”

Huggins was the youth primarily responsible for Andover’s Big Skate Contest, says Youth 
Services Director Bill Fahey.

Fighting Tay-Sachs Disease 


5K Run/Walk for Max gets a boost from Agilent 


ynthia and David Schloss 
( of Rhode Island are keep- 

ing the promise they 
made to their son, Max — that 
his death from Tay-Sachs Dis- 
ease (TSD), a genetic condition 
that usually kills children 
before they turn 5, would not be 
in vain. 

From this promise, the Max 
Schloss Foundation for Pedi- 
atric Genetic Diseases was 
born, to support families of ter- 
minally ill children and to raise 
public awareness of the disease 
that took Schloss’ life one week 
before his second birthday. 

On June 17, Agilent Tech- 
nologies, an Andover-based 
global, diversified technology 
company, will help the Schloss’ 
honor their son’s memory by 


According to Kathy Rogers, 
community relations manager 
at Agilent, the idea for the walk 
developed out of a_ grant 
request made by Agilent 
employee Lloyd Stern, Schloss’ 
uncle. Stern requested a $1,000 
donation from Agilent, says 
Rogers, who admits the infor- 
mation he provided her about 
Schloss and the disease had a 
profound effect on her. 

“T do a lot of donations,” con- 
fides Rogers. “This one left me 
sobbing at my desk.” 

Rogers wanted to do more 
for the cause than a simple 
donation, and organized the 
road race. 

According to Rogers, a full 
day of events are planned, 
beginning with the race at 10

Both Rogers and Stern are 
hoping for a strong showing. 
Rogers would like to see 200 
participants and raise at least 
$3,000 in entry fees. Agilent, 
which officially separated from 
Hewlett-Packard on Friday, has 
also agreed to match the entry 
fee of up to 200 of its employees, 
significantly improving the 
fund-raising prospects. 

Sterns’ hopes for the race go 
past fund-raising efforts. The 
North Andover resident hopes 
the race will “raise awareness 
about the disease (Max) died 
from.” 

A progressive disease, TSD 
is caused by the lack of an 
essential enzyme. Without this 
enzyme, fatty deposits accumu- 
late on brain and nerve cells, 
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deafness and ultimately death 

A fatal disease with no treat 
ment or cure, TSD resides on a 
recessive gene. Only couples 
who are both carriers of this 
inactive gene are at risk of hav 
ing a baby with TSD, as the 
baby must inherit this gene 
from both parents. 

A child with only one TSD 
gene is at no health risk, but 
can pass the inactive gene on to 
future generations. This is why 
Stern emphasizes the impor- 
tance of TSD carrier testing. 

Stern also noted that prena 
tal genetic testing for TSD can 
detect the disease as early as 10 
weeks into a_ pregnancy. 
Because of this ability to test 
for TSD in utero and the 
option to elect to have what the 


hasn't been a lot of research fo 
the eradication of Tay-Sachs,” 
says Stern 

Stern says that 
Ashkenazi Jews, one in 
French-Canadians, one in 50 
lrish-Americans, and one in 250 
among the general population 
are carriers of the disease.
